for some time asserted today. 


This official, who asked to re- 


main anonymous, said OPA Ad- 
ministrator Chester Bowles has 
been encountering increasing pres- 
sure from some government agen- 
cies for a more liberal interpre- 
tation of existing price policies. 


The greatest pressure has come, 


the official said, from Secretary 
of Agriculture Anderson who pub- 
licly has advocated higher retail 
prices for meat and butter. 


To a lesser extent, the official 


added, pressure has been exert- 
•d by Reconversion Director John 
W. Snyder and Civilian Production 
Administrator John D. Small. 


Bowles already has held several 


conferences with Snyder. Officials 
*aid that if the price chief does 
not win his point with the recon- 
version director, his only alterna- 
tive will be to present the mat- 
ter to President Truman. 


Bowles- has argued that the 


only way to prevent inflation is 
to allow no price increases other 
than those presently authorized. 


Against this stand, those report- 


edly in favor of relaxation are 
«*ld to be convinced there should 
b» more "give" in the price policy 
•o the government would have 
more* leeway in wage disputes. 


Also they are said to feel that 


OP*, should" grant moderate price 
increases more freely as an incen- 
tive to greater output of essen- 
tial goods. 


No Hike in Meat Prices 


Th_e_ government promised 
the 


r^bri^hoiis'ewives that federal 
seizure of meat-packing plants 
will not boost ceiling prices for 
gtaaks and chops. 


Secretary of Agriclture Ander- 


son said all meat products will 
continue to be sold under present 
OPA retail ceilings after his de- 
partment takes over operation of 
the struck meat plants Saturday. 
.President Truman's decision to 


Beize the meat plants where 263,- 
000 CIO and AFL workers have 
been made idle by a wage dispute 
etirred much speculation whether 
the administration might resort 
to similar action in other current 
major strikes. The White House 
had nothing to say on that topic. 


§64 Question Unanswered 


The most important question 


for the women who do the coun- 
try's marketing 
and cook its 


tneals still was whether federal 
operation of struck meat plants 
would restore a normal flow of 
meat to their neighborhood butch- 
er shops. 


No one yet knew the §64 an- 


swer to that one. 


The reason was that approxi- 


mately two-thirds of the striking 
meat men—some 193,000, CIO un- 
ionists—withheld any pledge to 
the government that they would 
return to work once the plants 
are in federal hands. AFL strik- 
ers, numbering 70.000, have prom- 
ised to be back on their jobs Sat- 
urday as "loyal Americans."

An armada of 97 fighting ships, 


ranging from landing ships to 
giant carriers and battlewagons, 
will be used as guinea pigs in the 
test which may revolutionize sea 
warfare. 
The operation will be- 


gin in May off the mid-Pacific 
Marshall islands. 


The laboratory selected is the 


anchorage of Bikini atoll, one of 
the -northernmost of the Marshall 
islands which were wrested from 
Japan by amphibious assault two 
years ago. 


Vice Adm. W. H. Blandy, head 


of the Navy's division on special 
weapons, ticked off for the senate 
atomic energy committee 
these 


details of the epochal experiment, 
known by the codeword "Opera- 
tion Crossroads": 


Details of Operation 


I. 
In the target fleet will be 


50 operating ships—two aircraft 
carriers, 
four 
battleships, two 


cruisers, 16 destroyers, eight sub- 
marines and 15 transports from 
U. S. fleets, plus a German heavy 
cruiser, a Japanese battleship and 
light cruiser—and 47 of other 
craft such as landing ships. 
—ST— -The undertaking "is not ~a~ 
combined or international opera- 
tion, but rather a scientific experi- 
ment by the United States gov- 
ernment alone." The question of 
permitting foreign observers has 
not yet been decided. 


3. The unmanned target ships 


will be anchored and placed in a 
manner calculated to give effects 
varying from probable destruction 
to negligible damage" in each 
type. 


4. The first test, early in May, 


calls for detonating 
an 
atomic 


bomb at an altitude of several 
hundred feet above the target 
vessels. A second test, tentative- 
ly set for July 1, will be an atomic 
burst at the water's surface in the 
target area. 


5. A deep water test in the 


open sea is planned later, but tech- 
nical difficulties preclude its com- 
ing off this year. 


6. "Task force one'1—a fleet of 


50 additional U. S. Navy ships 
with a complement of 20,000 men 
—will set up. the experiment and 
make arrangements for recording 
its results by all modern scientific

bers, is affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, but the 
AFL does have in its midst the 
railroad shop crafts and one op- 
erating union, the switchmen. 


One top railroad union official 


n a position to know the plans 
of other unions which have not yet 
committed 
themselves 
on 
the 


strike issue, said: "We're not 
thinking of such a thing" — at 
east not at the moment. 


The railroad unions generally 


lave been negotiating jointly for 
a 25 percent wage increase. The 
trainmen have asked also that 
certain working rules be revamp- 
ed.

MacArthur Puts End to Old Jap 


Custom of Selling Young Girl 


Tokyo, Jan. 24—(AP)—Premier 


Shidehara conferred with General 
MacArthur for more than an hour 
and a half today on undisclosed 
matters. 


Elsewhere the Japanese cabinet 


was reported agreed to leave the 
status of the emperor virtually 
unchanged in a proposed constitu- 
tional revision. 


There was no announcement by 


MacArthur's headquarters 
con- 


cerning his meeting with the aged 
nobleman who carries out his di- 
rectives. 


General MacArthur today also 


ended (a centuries-old custom un- 
der which Japanese families sold 
their daughters into the slavery of 
prostitution. 


MacArthur ordered the Japa 


nese government to obey that sec 
tion of the Potsdam Declaration 
which guarantees "respect for the 
fundamental human rights". Un 
der it Japan must annul all laws 
authorizing licensed 
prostitution 


and nullify all contracts commit 
ting any woman to prostitution. 


MacArthur also acted to curtai 


inflation in economically bewilder- 
ed Japan with an order which 
froze the government's huge deb 
to the Bank of Japan. The deb 
was- ordered retired quickly and 
the Japanese were directed to sub 
mit a complete government bor- 
rowing program for the. remainder 
of the fiscal year which ends-on 
April 30.

Avert Rail Strike 


Peoria, HI., Jan. 24—(AP)—Le- 


•al action to restore service on 
the strikebound Toledo, Peoria & 
Western railroad was being push- 
ed today by a group of shippers, 
headed by Lawrence Farlow of 
Bloomington, HI. 


Farlow, at a meeting of the 


group yesterday, disclosed that 
'a considerable sum has been sub- 
scribed by shippers to engage le- 
jal talent for instituting court ac- 
:ion" against the road and "others 
interfering with its operation". 


"A serious emergency" exists in 


communities served" by the T.P. 
&W., Farlow said, with coal 
scarce in some localities and a 
million bushels of soybeans need- 
ed by processors stored in local 
elevators. 


"Truck relief is inadequate and 


the financial loss to many of the 
shippers is becoming serious", he- 
added. 


Farlow said that "in the opinion 


of our committee, both the rail- 
road and unions are in the wrong 
in placing their own interests 
above those of the shippers they 
serve".

Nazi Scientists Being 


Probed by Specialists 


Washington, Jan. 24 — (AP) — 


The half hundred German scien- 
tists brought here last fall to tell 
what they know about such things 
as rockets and atoms are being 
quizzed at some of the nation's 
leading research renters. 


It was learned today that the 


scientists have been grouped into 
teams of specialists and taken to 
such places as a rocket testing 
ground laboratory in the west and 
to various aiv installations. 


The War department has stead- 


fastly 
declined to amplify its 


cryptic announcement of last Oct, 
1 which said only that "certain 
outstanding German scientists and 
technicians'" were being brought 
to the United States. Saying they 
-were selected "from—those field, 
where German progress is of sig- 
nificant importance to us and in 
which these specialists have play- 
ed a dominant role". The depart- 
ment added that the-Germans 
came on a voluntary basis.

Four Nations Abstain

No Follower of Fascism, 


Spain's Dictator Tells 


Dewitt Mackenzie 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
Madrid, Jan. 24—Generalissimo 


Francisco Franco, chief of the 
Spanish state, has granted me an 
interview which has taken one of 
the most unusual turns I've en- 
countered in a long experience 
with heads of governments and 
diplomats. 


Highlights of his statements are 


these: 


He is anxious for good rela- 


tions with the United States. He 
never subscribed to the policies or 
to the political views of Hitler and 
Mussolini and he condemns their 
persecutions. Spain is developing 
along her own lines, uninfluenced 
by either Germanv or Italy, and 
he (franco) is heading for abso- 
lute democratic rule by the people. 


As for the hotly debated ques- 


tion of a return of the Spanish 
monarchy, he says: "It will be ap- 
proached when this is suitable to 
the interests of the nation. When 
this time comes, it will have to be 
the 
Spaniards 
themselves who 


pronounce themselves in its fa- 
vor." 


What happened about our meet- 


ing was this: The generalissimo 
rarely gives interviews, and in 
granting my request for one asked 
that I submit my questions in ad- 
vance. This I did, and when I ar- 
rived at his residence—the fine

It's a very blunt 
one, and my sole purpose in put- 
ting it is to provide an opportuni- 
ty for an answer which may help 
relations between our two coun- 
tries." . 


El Caudillo gave me a question- 


ing glance but nodded acquiesc- 
ence and I hung my question on 
the line: 


"The people of the United States 


have fought a great war against 
nazism and fascism. Thousands of 
our boys have died for this cause. 
Rightly or wrongly the American 
public feels that Spain was in ef- 
fect an ally of Germany and Italy, 
and it finds it had to forgive that. 
Did you subscribe to or support 
nazi and fascist policies?" 


The 
generalissimo shook his 


head. 


Claims Religious Freedom 


"Xo," he declared categorical- 


ly. "I did not. Spain wasn't in- 
fluenced by Germany and Italy, 
but has been developing along its 
own lines. We condemned all the 
persecutions which were carried 
out bv those countries. There was 
no racial trouble in Spain. 
Tne 


Jew's weren't persecuted here, nor 
| was any other religion. There is i 


i religious

Spain." 


"Do you subscribe to the politi- 


cal views of Hitler and Mussolini," 
I persisted. 


He replied emphatically that he 


did not. and then said in ampli- 
fication: 


"Spain went through a bad civil 


war,

"Does this mean that you are 


headed for absolute 
democracy, 


that is. rule by the people?' 


"Yes", answered El Caudillo. 


"But we must proceed slowly, step 


by step, until the people are prop- 
erly prepared". 


The generalissimo didn't ampli- 


fy his reference to the people be- 
ing "properly prepared," but I 
have no doubt he had in mind the 
fact that Spain, being' rather set 
apart from the rest of Europe, has 
moved slowly through the genera- 
tions in making major changes. 


The chief of state said there 


was quite a different point of view 
in the United States with its ma- 
jor political parties. Spain, he con- 
tinued, had some 20 parties under 
the late republic, and 
"foreign 


countries" got control of Spain's 
policies. Here again El Caudillo 
didn't identify the "foreign coun- 
tries". But the connotation was 
clear enough. He was referring to 
communism. He added that this 
couldn't happen after the revolu- 
tion which overthrew the republic. 
He was, of course, the leader of 
that revolt. 


I asked the generalissimo if he 


had anything he would like to 
apart from my questions. 
He 


answered: 


"Wars accelerate political de- 


velopment and this may mean that 
Spain and America will b£ drawn 
nearer together.

arrived in Boston from Europe.

Tattered Clipping Recalls 26Jnning 


Baseball Game Here 35 Years Back 


Out of the dark shadows of 


some seldom-touched drawer, Bill 
Fane recently pulled a tattered, 
faded clipping from The Tele- 
graph, in spots completely illegible 
after almost 37 years of existence. 
Originally belonging to Bill Bu- 
chanan, the relic is dated June 26, 
1909, 
and tells the story of a re- 


markable baseball game played in 
the old Athletics park here by the 
Dixon Browns and Muscatine on a 
sunny June day in 1909 which cov- 
ered 26 innings 
of chills 
and 


thrills before the Browns emerged 
the winners, 3 to 2. 


That performance equalled the 


world's record for diamond endur- 
ance. Both pitchers, Bob Wood- 
yatt for the local team, and Nance 
for Muscatine, pitched the entire 
game. 
Other names which may 


strike a responsive note in the 
memories of older fans are "Coon" 
Vaile, Eide, Pease, Klock, Mer- 
ritt, Kernan, Schubert and Schue- 
ler. 


Greatest in History 


The writer describes the game 


as "the greatest contest in the 
annals of baseball history, 
the 


world's record equaled, twenty-six 
innings, four long hours of bril- 
liant and spectacular playing, and 
as shades of twilight were draw- 
ing upon them, amid the cheering, 
shouts and yells from hundreds of 
throats, our heroes whojwear the 
Browns' 
suits, 
triumphed 
over 


their opponents, Muscatine, by the 
score of 3 to 2." 


According to the account, which 


is now tattered and gray with age, 
about 150 fans were gathered in 
Athletics park for the game when 
it started. However, as the innings 
flew by, word got around town, 
and people flocked to the park to 
witness the spectacle. 


"As the hour of 6 o'clock ap- 


proached the factory employes, 
clerks and proprietors hurried to 
the scene of action. 
Some left 


without going home; others swal- 
lowed 
a. mouthful 
and hurried 


hither until there were hundreds 
present as the contest had ap- 
proached the third spasm of the 
19th 
inning. 
Those faithful and 


frantic rooters who had been there 
from the opening of the 
game 


cared not for meal or home; but 
thoughts 
were deadened; they 


were thinking of nothing but the 
scenes before them, for they were 
sensitive to the fact that they 
were seeking the greatest contest 
ever waged on the diamond."_ _ 


Score in 3 Innings 


Scoring was confined to three 


innings, the fifth, seventh and the 
26th. Muscatine got a pair in the 
fifth, then the Browns tied the 
count in the seventh on Eide's 
homer, which is described as "a 
terrific clout to the river bank,"

Rubber Balls Out 


Chicago, Jan. 24—(AP)—The 


average golfer will have to belt a 
pellet of synthetic rubber most of 
1946 
and chances are he 
will 


have to shop hard and long to 
replace that battered "duration" 
driver. 


Representatives of two rank- 


ing athletic equipment concerns 
today sized up the golf supply 
situation and said those bouncy 
pre-war balls will not be on the 
market before August and perhaps 
not at all this season. The latest 
synthetic balls, however, will b^ 
"almost as good," they amended 


Production of clubs will be fair- 


ly brisk by May or June, but 
keep an eye on the steel strike 
which may slacken manufacture 
of club shafts just when produc- 
ers thought they had the man- 
power problem licked. 


George Dawson of the A. G. 


Spalding & Brothers company said 
a 
"rumor'' that 
crude rubber 


would be released this month by 
the government for golf ball man- 
ufacture was squelched when fed- 
eral officials decided they needed 
more time to study the nation's 
overall crude rubber requirements 


L. B. Icely, president of Wil- 


son Sporting Goods company, pre- 
dicted it would be at least six 
months before crude rubber again 
would be spun into the threads 
that form the lively core of golf 
balls. 


He estimated that half of the 


normal annual demand of two and 
a half million dozen balls could 
be filled this year with the syn-
